Xcnophon stales that he captured 
many animals shod with fibre and 
spartium, and Aristotle wrote that 
"Horses were shod \vith fibre nr 
sportium." Pliny, the Eldcr,23 A.D.. 
gives an account of "mules and asses 
being shod with sparrium'and often- 
times reinforced with rawhide." 
Pollux mentions "horses shod with 
fibre or leather." 

The Arabs -use various materials, 
such as rawhide, willow twigs, and 
bamboo. The Chinese and Japanese 
need shoes made of bamboo or rice 
straw. The Iceland peasant shoes 
his pony wllli sheep's horn. Horses 
inutile Soudan wear aocks of caincl 
skin.

"Wc", the Young Peoples Demonstration 
made a great impression upon me; it was the 
best of its kind.that I have witnessed for a long 
time Chiefly because of the variety of the pro- 
Krammc and also because each item was intensely 
interesting. There arc great prospects ahead for 
the Young People's Work in this Territory, and 
I hone to sec it develop with leaps and bounds 
during, the coming year. The hope of the future 
Salvation Army is undoubtedly in the Young 
People, and 1 am with them for the extension 
of all phases oi this impor 
Army's operations." 

"How did you find conditions^ 
Columbia Coast, Commissioner.' 

"They arc ccrtainlv on Ihe improve. Trade 
has begun to pick up, hut the present conditions 
arc far from normnh There is no doubt British 
Columbia was the hardest 'hit' by the 'slump of 
any part of the West. and. naturally, our work 
has suffered. But a hopeful spirit is abroad, and 
the residcuts"fccl that brighter days are ahead. 
Our Officer* aud Soldiers have put up a good 
fight, despite (heir present circumstances; > in 
fact, their earnestness and the true Salvation 
Army spirit manifested by theni, was a great 
encouragement to us." 

"Your journey to the Yukon must have been 
very interesting. Commissioner." 

"Yes very. Mrs. Sowton aud I embarked on 
hoard the steamer for Wrangcll. Alaska, at H 
p.m. on Saturday, The journey takes three nights 
and two days. TIw vessel hugs the land practi- 
cally the whole wflV. but after leaving the shelter 
of Vancouver Island, yon cuter the opcu sea and 
receive the full benefit of the swell of the Pacific 
Ocean for a few hours. From our experience or 
this particular ocean it belies its name, for, in 
our opinion, it is certainly not 'pacific by nirv 
means. There have been many terrible storms oj 
late, and a large number of vessels been wrecked 
.along this coast.

Vou will understand their keen, interest 
when I remind you of the fact that they have not 
had a visit of a representative Officer tor nearly 
three years. God hless them! There are some 
lonely spots in that great northern country, but 
what a fascinating country it i*. to be sure, with 
its snow-capped mountains, its mighty rivers, its 
entrancing fiords, these latter remind me so much 
of Norway. 



ingcll appears to be. in fact, is. practically 
built on planks; the sidewalks and roads are also 
of planks, for so much of the immediate coun- 
tryside is quagmire. 

"We had our welcome meeting on Tuesday 
night, the Hall was crowded. About twelve or 
thirteen Indian Envoys and Sergeaiit-Majorsliad 
come in, each with his little party of Locals and 
Soldiers, to represent the District from which 
they came— some of them having travelled hun- 
dreds of miles by land and water in order to be 
present at the Councils. To them it was one of 
the great occasions Of their lives. I might say 
the nearest Salvation Army Society to Wrangcll 
is over one hundred miles away." 

A LONG AND WEARY WAIT 

"Yes, we have every reason to be proud of our 
Indian comrade-Salvationists. It is wonderful 
and inspiring to note the light of understanding 
they have on spiritual subjects. 

"Wc were to leave Wrangcll lor Prince Rupert 
on Tlmradav evening. The steamer only stops 
a-icw moments to take on passenger?, so at the 
appointed time wc were ready with our gnps 
packed up. From the window of the Quarters 
vou can look right down the Sound, am! thus 
'arc able to sec the steamer as she approaches. 
We watched and waited, but it did not put m an 
appearance. Darkness set in. and wc were 
unable to get any news as to when she would 
arrive. For fifteen long, weary hour* we waited, 
rcadv and equipped for departure, and at last our 
steamer came at 10 a.m. Friday morning, and we 
learned that it had been delayed on account of a 
severe snowstorm, and had thus missed the tide 
at 'The Narrows." which prevented n reaching 
Wrangcll on time.

"What are your impressions of the social, home 
and religious life of Our native comrades? How 
do they compare with the natives of India^ 
Commissioner?" 

OUR INDIAN COMRADES 

"In many respects, the native of British Colum- 
bia is much the same as many of the natives oty 
faT-off India. It is really remarkable how thej'; 
have developed, both in their mode of "living an'd^ 
from the standpoint of religion, especially when 
one takes into consideration the conditions tmder 
which their forefathers and they have lived, and., 
how removed they are from the great centres of . 
civilization. Take one of our Local Officers, foTv v 
instance. For twenty years he has been con-f^ 
vorted and a Salvationist, sixteen of which h*^ 
has been a Local Officer, and is held in the g cat- { 

est respect by all who know him, and is hiEil*"

Ey otrategy, ihc assail- 
ants gained access lo the fortress, 
swarming over the battlements, past 
guards and obstacles, until a long, 
massive table barred their way }ust 
inside the basement halt, where the 
small hand of the beleaguered castle 
had taken up its final stand. 

'The brave defenders, headed by 
doughty Officers, opened fire imme- 
diatelv, knowing that they had fully 
seven" hundred rounds of ammuni- 
tion Commissioner Sowton fired 
the first shot, which was a huge bas- 
ket, containing a 12-pound turkey, 
turnips, parsnips, two loaves of 
bread, a plum pudding, tea, sugar, 
a cereal, biscuits, candy and sundry 
small items for the Christmas din- 
ner This shot took effect on a pale- 
facctl. poorly-clad woman, whose 
name had been handed in as a ment- 
her of the attacking force for this 
day hy the Associated Charities.

NOTES AND REFI-ECTIOJSlS 

By The General 



MANY of the friends who 
have replied to my letter 
of appeal for funds to 
continue our Social Work 
in this country strike a very encour- 
aging note. Some send me addi- 
tional help "to make up for those 
who are compelled to cut down their 
gifts." Others express very warm 
pleasure ■" finding so much going 
on, notwithstanding the exhaustion 
and interruptions of the war. One 
or two specially rejoice that The 
Army is keeping its own proper 
work in the front of all its endea- 
vours. One friend, who encloses a 
cheque for one hundred pounds, ex- 
presses some anxiety lest what we 
arc doing for the troops either at 
home or abroad should weaken our 
hands in dealing with our own work. 
And again another friend urges 
me — and I quite appreciate his con- 
cern — to "hold fast by the great 
Truth that Jvsus Christ is the true 
Restorer." Many of my correspond- 
ents congratulate me on the inter- 
esting characters of the sketches in 
the pamphlet "Won." which accom- 
panied my letter. IE any contribu- 
tor to our funds or friend of our 
Work who has not seen it would 
care to have this little book sent to 
them, I shall be glad to have it 
posted on receipt of a card giving 
name and address. 

"Won" consists mainly of brief 
sketches of characters met with in 
our Social dredging. Some of them 
arc deeply moving, and others throw 
light upon our methods and prob- 
lems which must be valuable. They 
are written with genuine feeling and 
insight, and I have hopes that they 
may bring me some substantial help. 
In addition to this, they have, 
taken together, a word for the times 
in which we live. Never before has 
the Christian view of God's per- 
sonal interest in men and His inter- 
vention 111 their lives as a Father 
and Ruler been more challenged 
than it is to-day. T have referred to 
this in a brief introduction to the 
pamphletf from which I may, per- 
haps, usefully quote here a few sen- 
tences : — 

'T do not suggest that the fol- 
lowing simple annals of work for 
the poor and weak and sinful have 
been compiled, or are being pub- 
lished with a view to throwinglight 
upon that great problem. Never- 
theless, in reading the- proof pages. 
I have myself been so helped and 
encouraged amidst the gloom of sor- 
row, fear, and doubt, which has been 
cast over many hearts and homes. 
that- 1 believe God may be pleased to 
use these brief" recitals of His work 
in broken and abandoned lives, to 
strengthen faith in Him and in His 
love, or to make plain in this time of 
sad confusion something oi His 
wonderful care lor the individual. 
"For here are facts which relate 
to these present times — the very 
times in which; in another sphere, 
so, much is happening, that seems to 
some, men to imply that God has left 
: EB all— left its to do ther best ot 
.worst -wccaii without Him. Here 
is wttnesa to the very opposite. And 



it is not a witness to something fu- 
ture or at a distance, something that 
has to be developed in times more 
favourable to ethical aspiration and 
advance, or something that depends 
on work yet to be done, or institu- 
tions yet to be established, Or sacri- 
fices yet to be made. It is a present 
manifest certainty. It means many 
things, -but it means, above all, that 
God docs reveal Himscti to man — 
that when wc say so we are not liv- 
ing in a dream, and wasting on the 
hero of some old romance the pur- 
est devotion and sternest trust, and 
highest affections of the human 
soul." 

But, of course, the chief purpose 
of "Won" is to inform our friends 
of what we are doing, and to raise 
money to keep us goiug. I hope it 
will l>e achieved. 

Among other interesting letters 
which have come to hand is one 
from a life-long contributor, who 
writes with a hand of extraordinary 
clearness: — ■ 

"My income is small, but it is 
gladly shared with those in need as 
long as God may spare me. I am 
now in my eighty-ninth year and 
feeble, and the Home Call is, I think, 
not far off." 

And at the same moment another 
note was placed in my hands, evi- 
dently from one on the threshold of 
life's cares, who writes; — 

"Dear Sir, — Enclosed is two shill- 
ings for you to send some of your 
papers to the soldiers and sailors. 
Yours truly . 



An important firm of lightermen 
and shipping agents writes: — 

"Wc. who daily move about the 
riverside and dockland and see more 
of the work of The Salvation Army 
than most people, fully appreciate 
the good work done on behalf of 
th«j very poorest. It therefore gives 
us pleasure to enclose a chequfc for 
five pounds, and wc know that you 
will be pleased to learn that one-half 
of this amount represents small do- 
nations by our workmen in the 
barges." 

It has occn a special spleasure to 
me to receive also during the past 
week a cheque for £25 from H. M". 
the King and £10 from H.R.H. the 
Prince of Wales. The City of Lon- 
don forwards its annual cheque for 
one hundred guineas, and several of 
the City Guilds and Companies 
have contributed this year for the 
first time. I do not see why all the 
corporate bodies in the nation who 
have funds at their disposal should 
not help us, for we care for the lost 
sheep of every fold. I commend the 
suggestion to their attention. 

T take this opportunity of thank- 
ing all those who have expressed 
personal sympathy with Mrs. Booth 
and myself in the extra anxiety as to 
money for this work which the war 
involves. It is no use denying tha.t 
at times this burden has seemed and 
doea Bccm a very heavy one. No 
io^tcr what re •arrangements we 
can make,' large, expenditure U at: 



such' a time as this inevitable, and 
how to find the means 10 meet it is 
a very harassing problem. One 
thing, however, we feel deeply — that 
we ought not to let this great Na- 
tional Endeavour be seriously cur- 
tailed. We hope ttiat all who know 
anything about it will feel as we do 
and lend us a h!liid — so far as that 
may be possible. And wc hope also 
that no one will be deterred from 
sending us small sums because it 
may be evident to them that we 
need large ones ! Every little helps.
